THE STEEL STRIKE 
A steel strike has so great an ef­ 
fect on the economics of our nation 
that those who do “think" pieces 
like this for a living must look 
behind every ingot for the politics 
of it. And there is much to find. 
Steel is about as basic as you 
can get, and in its ranks are the 
men who own investments in a maj­ 
or share of our business world. In­ 
asmuch as this is a “ big business" 
administration in Washington, as 
plainly can be seen by looking at 
the cabinet and the record, many 
are inclined to believe that steel 
will not allow a strike to upset the 
“ good tim es” which are credited to 
the Republicans. 
However, there are some other 
aspects of the present economic 
situation that suggest a strike might 


I be allowed to linger awhile, with 
several possible solutions that would 
not harm the times. They range from 
heavy inventories to political ma­ 
neuvering. 
A big share of our large indust­ 
ries today are plagued with inven­ 
tories they can’t move. Certainly 
they are not gaining on the supply 
as long as men continue to produce. 
A nice way to eat into these in­ 
ventories is to let labor go on 
strike. And even nicer is to have it 
happen at a supply point. It then 
cannot be blamed on the manage 
ment, its salesm en, or bad busi­ 
ness conditions. Labor at the source 
of supply gets the rib. 
This also is shaping up at a time 
when the car industry is looking at 
1957 models. Retooling and related 
lay-offs are about due. It will be 
nice to clean out some of the in­ 
ventory before the new models start 
coming off the line. Extending that 
period with a shut-down caused by 
a steel strike may provide a per­ 
fect alibi.

So close together are manage­ 
ment and labor on the steel issue 
that we doubt if much negotiating 
would be necessary. Steel wants a 
five year contract. Labor wants it 
to be two. We believe steel would 
be lucky to settle it at three, and 
labor probably would jump at such a 
solution—if the pay were right. 


We are suggesting that the poli­ 
tics of it also can be found here. 
Perhaps a word from President 
Eisenhower will be made to appear 
as the salving influence. This could 
be tim ely, with a resulting surge of 
production, millions going back to 
work just as the campaign gets ful­ 
ly under way, or is about to get 
under way. 


One thing we are sure about. 
Those 
in 
the saddle 
will want 
prosperity late in the summer and 
early fall. And those in the saddle 
do 
represent 
big business. The 
strike will not go through that per­ 
iod. 


We are certain that all will make 
the most of it. And there will be 
politics.

In April of this year many com­ 
munities in the State of Idaho cam­ 
paigned during “ Don't Be A Litter­ 
bug” week to encourage the public 
to eliminate the refuse nuisance 
along highways and elsewhere.

The cover of the May issue of 
Pennsylvania Game News portrays 
two bear cubs scrambling to the safe 
side of a tree trunk to avoid being 
hit by bottles and cans thrown from 
moving auto on a nearby highway. 
The story behind the cover points 
out that “ Cans, bottles and assorted 
debris . . . turn an otherwise beauti­ 
ful countryside into a nauseating 
eye-sore." 
The growing practice of tossing 
out or dumping debris , at any con­ 
venient spot caused disgusted per­ 
sons 
and 
organizations 
to 
say 
There ought to be a law” . Well, 
there is. In Pennsylvania, individ­ 
uals who insist on being untidy along 
highways, or who deposit junk or 
garbage on State Game Lands, are 
promised “ pocketbook education” . 
Unfortunately, it devolves on en­ 
forcement agencies to teach the 
inconsiderate that such unslovfenly 
acts create an unwholesome, un­ 
necessary mess not to be tolerated.

WILDLIFE MANAGEMENT 
IS A SCIENCE 
The June issue of Pennsylvania 
Game News contains an outstanding 
article titled “ Building A Wildlife 
Policy". 
The author# Jam es W. 
Kimball, is Director of the Division 
of Game and Fish, the J^iflqe^ota 
Department of Conservation. 
He 
served for many years as a wild­ 
life biologist and game manager in 
Minnesota and other states. Ex­ 
cerpts from the article follow: 
“ Wi l dl i f e 
management 
is a 
science and an art which . . . re­ 
quires the services of a well or­ 
ganized team of specialists. 
I am 
not speaking only of research men 
but teams of practical managers 
with years of experience, and par­ 
ticularly of wardens who put man­ 
agement practices to work and tell 
the people why. 
“ In general, wildlife conserva­ 
tion should have two major goals. 
First, to maintain arid ‘ increase 
populations to the desirable level, 
and second, to obtain the maximum 
harvest of each species without de­ 
pleting the population. 
The first 
objective is easily understood and, 
in holding game populations high, 
by far the most important tool is 
habitat improvement. 
Given the 
proper environment in which to 
live each species will thrive and 
reproduce. 
“ To understand why fish and game 
can withstand a reasonable harvest 
each year without reducing the pop-* 
ulation is less obvious but just as 
logical, w hen you know the reasons, 
Recognizing those reasons marks 
the difference between a preserva­ 
tionist and a conservationist. 
“ Through science we give more 
people a higher standard of living 
on less land. 
We are now faced 
with the problem of providing hunt­ 
ing and fishing for a greatly in­ 
creased number of sportsmen on a 
decreasing area of water and wild­ 
life cover. 
We are entering an era 
when much more intensive wildlife 
management will be required to 
retain hunting and fishing, We will 
require the services of the best men 
available to do the job, jusjt $$ we

kids get sick. 
“ The greatest obstacle to main­ 
taining hunting and fishing is our 
lack of faith in wildlife manage­ 
ment, and we had better have faith 
in .practical, scientific management 
because if this won’t save our favor­ 
ite sport, nothing will. 
I consider 
it an important part of my job to 
provide sportsmen with facts . . . 
to get support for a wise manage­ 
ment program. 
“ Wildlife research is still in its 
swaddling clothes. 
There is no 
reason to believe that obtaining 
and applying knowledge will not be 
productive in conservation as it 
has been in medicine and industry. 
“ There are some basic principles 
of wildlife management which must 
guide our thinking. Unless we under­ 
stand these few principles we cannot 
know why wildlife populations are 
scarce 
or abundant, or how to 
manage them for greater abundance. 
“ First, 
we 
must 
understand 
CARRYING CAPACITY. 
A farmer 
may not know that term, but he uses 
his knowledge of carrying capacity 
every day. He knows that a certain 
pasture will support ten cows. So 
the carrying capacity of that range 
is ten cows. 
Of course, he can 
increase that carrying capacity with 
fertilizer or pasture renovation or 
reseeding, but until he does some­ 
thing to improve his pasture, or 
until he permits over-grazing or 
erosion to deplete it, the carrying 
capacity remains the same. 
The 


deer range and the duck marsh are 
Jhe same. 
Each has its carrying 


o p acity , which remains quite con- 
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stant until something takes place to 
change it. 
“ The major problem of the wild­ 
life manager is to learn what deter­ 
mines the carrying capacity and what 
he can do to change it. This thing, 
whatever it may be that determines 
the carrying capacity, is called the 
LIMITING F a c t o r. 
The farm er 
knows the limiting factor in his 
pasture is food, in the form of 
grass. 
With wildlife the limiting 
factor is not always so easily de­ 
termined. 
In the northern deer 
range it is frequently winter food, 
but it could be over-hunting, poach­ 
ing, disease, or even predation. On 
the pheasant range the limiting fac­ 
tor is often very difficult to deter­ 
mine. 
It may be nesting cover, 
winter cover, escape cover, hunting 
pressure, predation, disease, or 
food. 
“ So the first job in managing any 
wildlife species is to determine this 
limiting factor. 
This is not easy 
because it can be different for each 
species and it may vary with each 
range. Once the limiting factor has 
been 
determined, actual wildlife 
management can start. 
“ I have emphasized the scientific 
approach but I am not talking just 
about research. 
Facts are useless 
until applied through management, 
and management includes everything 
from refuge patrol to rough fish 
removal. 
Of all the facets of man­ 
agement none is more important 
than the work done by the game war­ 
dens. Without an alert field service 
there can be no management and no 
progress.”

A NEW HORIZON 
Tens of thousands of Americans, 
on the verge of annual vacations, 
are seeking new places to visit. 
Much of our national scenery, beau­ 
tiful and wonderful as it is, has lost 
its glamor either through commer­ 
cialization or fam iliarity, or both. 
In trying to enhance or improve 
upon nature, man has too frequently 
diminished the basic attractions with 
the result that an artificial aura 
surrounds or obscures much of the 
American scene. You perhaps have 
had the experience of visiting some 
particular spot only to come away 
feeling frustrated and cheated. 
It 
was as if you had seen it before, 
as indeed you had. 
Thanks to TV 
and movie cameras, to say nothing 
of amateur photographers and glossy 
travel magazines, we have been 
bombarded with pictures so realis­ 
tic in color and dimension that little 
new and exciting remains for us. 


lf you have a few minutes we 
would like to tell you a little about 
Alaska, 
a 
region that offers the 
tourist anc} sightseer the answer to 
" s o m e t h i n g new and different” . 
Alaska is not the remote and ice­ 
bound country that most people pic­ 
ture, inhabited prim arily by blub­ 
b e r-chewing Eskim os 
and polar 
bears. 
No more so than is the 
United States a country of southern 
plantations, Texas ranches or Holly- 
woods. 
There is variety and con­ 
trast, much that is old and much 
that is new, a little bit of every­ 
thing in a fresh and stimulating 
setting. 


Distance is relative: 
by plane 
it takes about eighteen hours flying 
time; by auto, about two weeks. We 
recommend the form er, for ease, 
safety and comfort. 
The flight 
across 
the northern part of the 
continent affords an aerial geog­ 
raphy lesson, far more lucid than 
any topographical map, encompas­ 
sing as it does the foothills of the 
Appalachians, theGreat Lakes,M is­ 
sissippi River, plains and prairies, 
Rocky Mountains and Pacific north­ 
west coastal region. 


Man’s ingenuity in the develop­ 
ment and utilization of natural re­ 
sources has dotted the map with 


villages and cities, factories and 
farms, mines and ranches. As one 
journeys 
westward, 
the 
thought 
occurs that this was not always so, 
that it took men with vision, cour­ 
age and ambition to move the fron­ 
tiers further and further, to the very 
shores 
of the 
blue 
Pacific, and 
beyond. 
So, we come to Am erica’s 
"L a s t Frontier” . 
Vision, courage and ambition are 
as necessary today, in Alaska, as 
they were in the days when men 
struggled to open 
our vast con­ 
tinent. 
If the American people 
would look upon Alaska as it should 
be viewed, as an integral part of our 
nation, and not as an ice-bound chunk 
of foreign land, our physical and 
social boundaries would be extend­ 
ed. 
Alaska has much to offer anc 
we have much to gain by conferring 
statehood with all its advantages and 
implications 
upon 
this 
territory 
which we bought and ignored. 
The Gold Rush days, at the turn 
of the century, interested us briefly, 
until the excitement passed. 
For 
years, Rex Beach and Robert Ser­ 
vice, with their prose and poetry, 
were our only link with this orphan 
child of the north. 
World W ar II 
gave Alaska its greatest impetus, 
as its strategic m ilitary value was 
realized. 
War-time 
installations 
and peacetime defense operations 
introduced thousands of Americans 
to this little known country. 
They 
remained or came away with the 
realization of its vast potentialities. 
In either event, it was the means 
of focusing attention at last on this 
fabled and fabulous land. 
The pioneering urge is an inher­ 
ent American trait and those who 
haven’t smothered it beneath a lux­ 
urious standard of living can find ar 
outlet in this undeveloped territory. 
But they w ill have to hurry or the 
opportunity w ill be gone. 
For, in 
spite of many handicaps, Alaska is 
growing and developing by leaps and 
bounds. Its population has increased 
steadily in the past few years. 
Modern cities 
have 
grown from 
crude villages or have sprung up as 
if 
by magic. 
Natural resources 
are being tapped, business and in­ 
dustry have 
been born and are 
struggling through the infant stages. 


And it is a struggle, a “ lifting 
by its own bootstraps” . 
It needs 
highways and railroads, hydroelec­ 
tric plants, venture capital. 
This 
baby needs its mother's devotion,to 
be taken into the family circle and 
afforded a little more attention than 
taxation without representation. The 
problems of Alaska are a story in 
themselves. 
Tourist travel in Alaska increases 
each year as her scenic attractions 
become better known. 
A research 
editor for the largest travel maga­ 
zine in the world declares that the 
scenery is much more “ staggering” 
than such world famed sights as 
Rio De Jan eiro ’s beautiful harbor, 
sunset on the Andes, the fjords of 
Norway or the Swiss Alps. 
Here, 
at the top of the world, the land of 
the Midnight Sun and the Aurora 
Borealis, 
are 
lofty, snow-capped 
mountains, active volcanoes and gla­ 
ciers; enchanting forest - covered

New Faces Dominate 
Governor's Conference 


By Doris Fleeson 


ATLANTIC CITY,N .J. — National 
politics, as seen from the vantage 
ooint of the annual Governors Con­ 
ference just concluded, is in a 
transition stage. 
The old landmarks are gone. The 
razor-sharp Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York who dominated his fellows 
by sheer ability and their lively 
sense that he might one day wield 
the Presidential power, is back in 
the private — and lush — practice 
of law. 
Benign E arl W arren of California, 
who employed the twin weapons of 
charm and practicality, is Chief Jus­ 
tice of the United States by grace 
of President Eisenhower. 
James 
Byrnes, who turned against the 
New Deal the fine operating talents 
with which he helped to establish it, 
stepped down only last year. 
Other somewhat lesser lights are 
on their way out of this particular 
arena. 
The chief GOP ornament of 
the conference, patrician Christian 
H erter of M assachusetts, retires 
this year. 
Gov. Allan Shivers of 
Texas, 
vanquished on his home 
grounds by the Rayburn-Johnson 
combination, had a press confer­ 
ence but it was a dull and dispirited 
affair. He will not even be a delegate 
to the Democratic National Conven­ 
tion. 
Gov. Frank Lausche, who is trying 
to go to the Senate from Ohio, put 
on his pixy act again, but somehow 
it seemed a little old hat. 
The national press made up its 
winter book from new faces. It is 
another m easure of the GOP status 
as a minority party, deeply depend­ 
ent on President Eisenhower, a na­ 
tional hero, that so few present 
Republican Governors were even 
seriously 
considered 
as 
future 
Presidential tim ber while so many 
Democrats got favorable mention. 
Of Republican old pros, Goodwin 
J. Knight of California is precluded 
by age if, as seems now certain ,the 
1956 Presidential slate is fore­ 
closed. William G. Stratton capably 
handles a big state, Illinois, but has 
never caught on nationally. 
Governors Fred Hall of Kansas 
and Robert Smylie of Idaho made 
new friends, but they are from 
Jim Farley’s “ typical sm all prairie 
states.” 
Reporters were agreed that Gov­ 
ernors Abraham Ribicoff of Con­ 
necticut, Robert Meyner of New 
Jersey, Luther H. Hodges of North 
Carolina, Orval Faubus of Arkansas 
and Edmund S. Muskie of Maine were 
rapidly making their way to front 
seats in the Democratic party. 
Ribicoff was especially im pres­ 
sive, giving an effect of sound po­ 
litical sense and complete honesty. 
Meyner managed the delicate job of 
host Governor and Presidential pos­ 
sibility with unobtrusive skill and a 
country 
boy 
charm 
that 
never 
suggested the synthetic. 
A highlight was Governor Albert 
B. “Happy” Chandler’s handling of a 
cynical 
press 
conference 
which 
came to scoff at his Presidentia 
aspirations. They still scoffed when

Civil Rights Cracks 
North-South Coalition 


By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON — For many years 
the powerful conservative coalition 
in the House of Representatives 
comprised of Republicans and South­ 
ern Democrats has been symbolized 
in the bipartisan pair of leaders 
who directed it from the pinnacle 
of the House Rules Committee. 
They are the veteran Virginia 
Democrat who looks like something 
out of “ Pickwick Papers” , Howard 
W. Smith, the committee chairman 
now serving his 23rd year in the 
House, and his Republican partner 
from Illinois, short and energetic 
Leo E. Allen, serving his 21st year 
in the House and ranking Republican 
on the committee. 
This team was broken up for the 
first time when Alien deserted his 
old sidekick and joined two other 
Republicans and five Democrats this 
week to blast the civil rights bill 
out of the Rules Committee, where 
it had been bottled up after being 
approved by the House Judiciary 
Committee. 
Chairman Smith found 
himself in the minority, holding the 
bag with two other Southern Demo­ 
crats. 
It was the breakup of the Smith- 
Alien team on the civil rights bill* 
generally overlooked, which gives 
the real meaning of the break-up of 
the old conservative coalition in the 
House which, though perhaps tem­ 
porary, is significant in this Presi­ 
dential election year and denotes 
the political currents at work. 
Alien’s literally revolutionary act 
in deserting his Democratic team­ 
mate for the first time measures the 
determination 
of the Republican 
leadership, headed by the party’s 
floor leader, Representative Joe 
Martin (Mass.), to put through the 
civil rights bill as a bold bid for 
the Negro vote in key Northern 
states — a vote which for many 
years has been preponderantly Dem­ 
ocratic — and simultaneously to 
reveal in dramatic fashion the 
North-South split in the Democratic 
party on civil rights. 
Allen stood by Chairman Smith 
ast week in the showdown when the 
school construction bill, which had 
seen held up for months in the 
Rules Committee, was forced out, 
8 to 3, in the rebellion of a new 
coalition of Northern Republicans 
and non-South Democrats on the 
committee. 
Sparking the rebellion 
was a Democrat, Representative 
Richard Bolling, of Missouri. 
But Allen finally parted company 
with his Virginia Democratic friend 
on the civil rights bill, which is 
supported by the Administration and 
3y Northern Democrats. 
This measure creates a new civil 
rights section in the Justice Depart­ 
ment as well as setting up a bi­ 
partisan commission to investigate 
violation of civil rights. 
It also 
strengthens present laws to permit 
direct Federal prosecution of civil 
rights violation of all kinds, includ­ 
ing attempts to prevent Negroes 
from voting. 
The new coalition of Northern 
Democrats and Republicans reveal­ 
ed its strength in the Rules Com­ 
mittee coup to get before the House 
both the school construction and 
civil rights measures. 
Thd old conservative coalition, 
which now fades into at least tem­ 
porary obscurity, has frequently 
operated on behalf of conservative 
interests to impede and obstruct, and 
occasionally kill, New Deal and Fair 
Deal measures. 
It has an interesting history. It 
was put together after the 1938 
Congressional 
elections, halfway 
through 
the 
Roosevelt era, and 
largely was the handiwork of two 
Southern Democratic leaders — then 
Vice-President John N. Garner and 
^Senator James F. Byrnes of South 
Carolina. 
Their aim was to try to check 
further expansion of the New Deal 
philosophy. 
The opportunity came 
when, in the 1938 elections, Re 
publicans increased their strength 
sufficiently in both House and Sen 
ate — they jumped from 88 to 168 


in the House — so that a combina­ 
tion with Southern Democrats would 
bring about a majority on some 
issues. 
Other circumstances favored such 
a combination. 
The core of the 
Republican conservative 
element 
was in the Middle West, the Repub­ 
lican party's stronghold. 
Midwestern Republicans were as­ 
sured generally of long tenure in 
Congress. Thus, through operation 
of the seniority rule, they always 
occupied a number of key posts in 
House and Senate and so exercised 
a dominant influence on party policy 
in Congress, just as Southern Dem­ 
ocrats do in the Democratic party, 
and because of their long tenure 
fostered by a one-party system. 
Between them, they always held 
the lion’s share of power, which 
made the coalition especially ef­ 
fective. 
Though operating chiefly against 
New Deal-Fair Deal type of econ­ 
omic and social reform measures, 
of which Federal aid to school con­ 
struction is typical, Midwest Re­ 
publicans often gave a lift to South­ 
ern Democrats to block civil rights 
measures. 
Allen held to the coalition’s con­ 
servative tradition in opposing Fed­ 
eral aid for school construction. 
But he broke with tradition when 
he deserted Representative Smith 
on civil rights — and, it might be 
said, disappointed the Virginian no 
end.

Nichols, along 
with Paul Eugene Donick, of Shef­ 
field, operator of the 1954 Chevro­ 
let at the left, was waiting for a 
traffic light when the tree was 
brought down by the storm. 
Neither driver suffered injury, 
but Nichol’s car was demolished 
to the extent of $4100 and Donick’s 
at an amount listed at $1000. A 
third car, which was parked, suf­ 
fered $50 damage. 


The Sunday night storm that struck 
the area blew down tree limbs and 
knocked out several power lines.

with no big talk from a national 
capitol. 
Those boundaries still stand, plus 
many additional ones, too many of 
which were established to suit the 
vote wanted and not for practical 
purposes. 
They reach down into 
the county level, and then on down 
to cities, towns, boroughs, and town­ 
ships. The more narrow we make it 
the more narrow becomes our gauge 
of thinking. 
Today we find a great nation still 
hampered by this kind of thinking. 
We compete among ourselves for 
commercial prosperity, inveigle in­ 
dustry away from other areas, and 
pull political strings to see that 
other sections are not developed 
physically so that plants will not be 
attracted there. 
It seems not to occur to us that 
the world is becoming very small 
and our own nation from ocean to 
ocean is available to all of us. We 
overlook that the development of 
our natural resources to the very 
limit of their value is of great 
importance to everyone of us, and 
that it would be much more practical 
to let industry locate where it is 
most feasible and that it is much 
easier to move the individual rather 
than bribe plant owners to settle in 
unnatural places. 
* * * 
PROFESSIONAL SHACKLERS 
The state Chamber of Commerce 
and other organized groups con­ 
stantly battle national help to educa­ 
tion and the development of such 
areas as western rivers. They point 
out that such states as Pennsylvania 
will pay out much more than other 
areas and will get less back. How 
limited can we get? 
This kind of thinking can be car­ 
ried down to the county level (and is), 
and on down to the community level 
(and is), and even down to the town­ 
ship level (and is). So while we are. 
about it why not carry it down to the 
individual and his freedom about 
which we prate. The man of wealth 
certainly pays in far more than he 
receives back. 
His share of the 
education bill in cold dollars and 
cents is far more than his poorer 
neighbors. Yet his children receive 
only what the poor children receive 
in the public schools. 
For this reason we wonder if 
those organized for the purpose of 
having the income tax eliminated 
are not the same who claim each 
small section of this nation should 
finance its own development. 
We are suspicious of narrow gauge 
sectionalism. It can very well limit 
our industrial development to the 
benefit of a few and of course is 
extremely dangerous in this day of 
international competition along all 
lines, militarily and economically. 
We believe selfishness as usual is 
being allowed to hamstring our for­ 
ward progress.

PRICES FORCED UP 
Let’s take a look at prices in 
some raw material lines today. Tile 
demand is so great and the supply 
so limited that we are paying prices 
far out of proportion. 
Those who 
produce these materials base their 
prices on what they can get and not 
on a fair percentage of profit. 
While this continues we have big 
interests constantly fighting the de­ 
velopment of new areas. Such de- 
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simply wicked what

nation and the present shortages 
would 
be 
eliminated. 
This, of 
course, would put a very large nick 
in the monopolistic, or near mon­ 
opolistic, control of many prices. 
The lush profits would be reduced. 
This is what many call healthy 
competition in a nation based on 
free enterprise. 
Unfortunately it 
requires the people working through 
their government to set the stage 
for such competition, otherwise a 
few sectionalists will distort the 
meaning of the word and enjoy a 
great gain at the expense of the 
nation. 
We can give you one example 
that is close to us. There is such 
a shortage of paper that many pub­ 
lications are forced to limit their 
pages, and on some days accept no 
advertising. Yet we own millions of 
acres where mills could be built 
but there is no power. An outstand­ 
ing example is Alaska. We haven't 
tapped the potentialities of this great 
area. 
We hope this nation acts soon 
enough to enjoy some of the benefits 
of Alaska before the Russians take 
it away from us for nothing. This 
could happen, you know, in a world 
struggle if we were limited in that 
struggle by our failure to make the 
most of our natural strength.

A PRICE ON HELP? 
We cannot understand the pillar 
in the church who forgets the teach­ 
ings of Christ on Monday when he 
argues that we should not help other 
people because we will not get back 
what we spend. That is what these 
people are saying when they oppose 
national spendingforeducation, pub­ 
lic power, and other facilities that 
will help others. 
Actually no one would be hurt. 
What prospers the nation prospers 
all of us. 
And in this day of easy 
travel, why limit our choice of 
living to one section, lf it no longer 
is practical for a town to exist for 
purposes that created it, let the 
people move. 
Our choice of climates is great. 
A change of scenery would hurt none 
of us. 
But in this we are being 
extreme because we believe that 
natural development of the whole 
will help all of us, individuals and 
states. 
The people must decide. 
Not a few who control politicians.

Then, when we are least able to 
pay, we force politicians to think 
progressively and to mortgage our 
nation through bonds for the pur­ 
pose of great public works.

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WHAT GOOD, THE RAISE? 
We wonder when the ceiling will 
be reached in pay raises and prices? 
It is not that we oppose pay increas­ 
es. The laborer is worthy, etc.,but 
haven’t we in some lines reached the 
point of no return? 
There still are some underpaid 
industries, and the unions in those 
lines have not accomplished their 
jobs. 
But generally speaking the 
average workman today has reached 
the point where a raise is apt to 
mean nothing. 
If labor accepts the proposition 
offered by the steel firms the work­ 
men may enjoy a couple dollars a 
week more to spend. 
Steel im­ 
mediately may jump prices, let us 
say five or six dollars a ton. Cars 
will go up $100, and the worker 
will spend his raise on the first 
buggy he rolls out from the garage. 
In addition, all other lines will be 
affected, and other prices will inch 
up. 
If the price of living index in­ 
creases even ten percent, the work­ 
man who received the IOO additional 
dollars will be spending four or five 
hundred dollars a year more to live. 
This may not show in the week-to- 
week budget, but over a year’s time 
it is there. 
What has he gained? 


THE ANSWER? 
We are not suggesting that the 
steel worker stop seeking more 
money. 
But we do believe that 
some day his leaders will have to 
ask for a raise with no increase 
in prices. 
There is nothing new 
about this suggestion. 
The in­ 
telligent labor leaders are fully 
aware of the problem and have 
made such suggestions. They even 
have produced figures to prove it 
could be done. 
But the ceiling has 
not been set. 
Some day we must find that fair 
percentage of every price that must 
go to the worker. 
The laggards 
must be brought up to par and the 
fair profit must be determined. We 
doubt if it happens tomorrow. 
In this nation of free enterprise 
it will not be easy to set profits 
and labor ceilings. 
Few men will 
agree to either. 
They prefer to 
take their chances on higher money 
and the opportunity to make a for­ 
tune that may come their way. Even 
the small wage laborer is apt to 
dream of a small business of his 
own and he wants no strings attach­ 
ed to capital that may later limit 
his own way upward. 


WHEN COSTS TUMBLE 
There probably will come the day 
when prosperity is not so common. 
It may not be a depression but it 
could be a tightening of the purse 
and a heavy inventory. 
Combined 
they can make competition very 
brisk and production methods may 
need sharpening. 
This will provide an excuse for 
lay-offs, and the savings effected 
may make lower prices possible. 
The remaining workers will be mak­ 
ing fair money and will be living 
well, but they will be producing 
more products with less hands and 
less hours. 
Too many prices today are not 
based on costs. 
They are based 
on what the traffic will bear. 
A 
lush situation like this leads to 
investment by others in fields of 
endeavor that are enjoying such a 
margin. 
This can mean work for 
those laid off by today's top dogs. 
At that point, with machines mak­ 
ing the thirty-hour week possible 
and with workers thinly divided 
among stiff competitors, the under­ 
standing may be required concerning 
labor’s share of the product’s price, 
the product he must make well and 
help sell if he is to keep a job. 


Meanwhile, the buyer has more 
money . . . . but does he?

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Borough-School Board 
Has Routine Session 


The State Tax Equalization board 
has set the 1955 market value of 
property in Warren - - for reim­ 
bursement purposes in the 1957-58 
fiscal year — at $37,419,700. The 
report was disclosed at a routine 
meeting of the Warren Borough 
school board Monday evening. 
Hie board also acknowledged a 
general state appropriation of $92, 
541, which, along with an unpaid 
figure of $75,000, was due in April. 
Other state receipts included $447, 
April medical program; $193, May 
medical program; $806, May milk 
program; $340, May lunch program; 
and $247, tuition. 
It is interesting to note that the 
reimbursement for the lunch pro­ 
gram amounted to less than two 
cents. 
The actual reimbursement 
is supposed to amount to nine cents 
per meal, but for the past school 
year has not exceeded five cents. 
Payments were approved in the 
amount of $424, substitute teach­ 
ers; $2022, special services (main-, 
ly for playground supervisors); $45, 
janitors’ overtime; $309, cafeteria 
bills; $45, services; $8,801, orders 
for the month. 
Bills for the month 
amounted to $4674, $1090 for the 
tax collector bond and $900 for the 
Library association. 
A report was received on the
